The Immigration Bill is the start 
of a big attack on the working class, 


to divide its power and weaken its 
resistance.What is happening now are 
repeat performances of the tactics the 
nazis used,backed by German monopoly 
capital,before the last wari The Racist 
bill brings fascism one hell of a lot 
closer. 

Racism always serves only the bosses 
interests, workers must make sure that 
they don't fall for that crap. 

Thats why its important for white 
workers to uhderstand why black workers 
see it as a first concern to organise 
against the Immigration Bill, and indeed 
why they have found it necessary to 
create their own organisations. 

They are taking the full brunt of the 
initial onslaught that the ruling class 
are launching against the working class 
as a whole. 

When members of the Black Unity and 
Freedom Party marched through Dalston 
recently,a lot of white workers could'nt 
understand what they were on about, and 
many thought that they had a bit of a 
cheek.But those workers who marched were 
right, they are already having to defend 
themselves against a number of attacks; 
from the bosses,and their forces of 'law 
and order' and worst of all from workers 
who think they share the same ideas as 
that arch tory Enoch Powell. 

It is necessary for white workers and 
their organisations to understand the 
nature of the battle that we are all 
engaged in, and that only UNITED 
ACTION by the WHOLE of the WORKING 
CLASS can defeat the bosses offensive.

This was causedby two main things 
(both deep seated influences within 
the economy) 

MONOPOLY - Nowadays every major 
industry is controlled by a few big 
monopoly firms which are consolidated 
with city finance into trusts or 
cartels eg.Barings and the Midland 
Bank play a predominant role in I.C.I. 
Lazards are behind Rolls-Royce. 
Because,the trusts are so large,they 
can control the buying price oi raw 
materials and the selling price of the 
finished product (things we buy).They 
are thus able to protect and increase 
profits.Yet we are told that poor 
firms are going broke because greedy 
trade unionists demand higher wages so 
that firms must put up prices tostay 
in business.The truth is that most 
large corporatioss charge what they 
like and we are forced to pay if we 
can (there is some evidence that our 
share of National Income has fallen 
that is profits have increased.) Of 
course such profit then goes into 
investment or consumption by the cap¬ 
italist class,and everyone knows that 
prices easily get bid ppwards by those 
with plenty of money in their pockets, 
so there is another inflationary nush 
OVERPRODUCTION-The other main cause of 
inflation is paradoxically the Govern¬ 
ment. Capitalism today has a chronic 
tendency to overproduction.That is 
accumulated profit is continually 
being re-invested to secure more 
profit - a capitalist cannot escape 
making profit.lt is here that our cap¬ 
italists get caught for they also have 
to 6ell what is produced (the problem 
of Realisation).Who will buy? - It's 
simple,the Government by taxing us and 
by borrowing from financiers at home 
and abroad,can pay for unconsumable 
goods like armaments or Concorde. This 

expenditure never enters the product¬ 
ive process,it merely adds to purch¬ 
asing power and inflation. 

You rnay think the Government does not 
spend all that much on armaments and 
the like (in fact around 12 to 15% 
of all the value that is produced in 
the economy - the highest in Europe), 


There is a lot of confusion amongst 
many ordinary people as to the real 

nature of the tory Immigration Bill, 
many workers who can understand very 
well what the intention is behind 
the Industrial Relations Bill still 
fail to see why its important for all 
workers to oppose the racist bill. 

Indeed its a fact that many people 
are in agreement with it,and talk in 
such a way that would'nt discredit 
Enoch Powell. 

In talking and thinking that way,many 
ordinary people who rightly hate the 
tories and all they stand for,still 
manage to fall into the tory trap- 
based as it is on irrational and blind 
fear. 

For a working class man or woman to 
think of themselves as 'racialists' and 
to see themselves as 'victims' of 
•uncontrolled * immigration is exactly 
what the boss class wants them to think. 

Its the oldest trick in the book, 

•divide and rule',and our ruling class 
; are particularly good at it.The trick 
is a simple one,convince Mr.A that he's 
better than Mr.B, and that Mr.B is 
anxious to change that, then you have 
them at each others throat for ever, 
and the boss sits on the top of the pile 

and continues to draw his profits. 
Understand quickly that the Immigration 
Bill affects all workers,what it says in 
essence is that some workers are now 
second class,less equal than the rest of 
us. 

Well, so what,many white workers will 
say,let them carry passes-'they're 
only black after all' 

What the shortsighted holders of those 

views don't realise id that the new 
pass laws that will tell black workers 
where to live, what jobs to do, and how 
much they will be allowed to earn,will 
'soon be directing 'white britons' too. 
Passes will be issued by the boss'es govt, 
to tell white workers where they will 
live in the Common Market, what they will 
do, and of course in combination with the 
Industrial Relations legislation what they 

will earn.

On Sunday July 25th the Black 
Unity and Freedom Party are 
calling a mass demonstration 
against both the Immigration Bill 
and the Industrial Relations Bill.

inflation comes from the U.S.A.,where 
the Vietnam War eats into the Federal 
budget,(a similar situation has arisen 
in Northern Ireland where values made 
by workers are literally wasted yet 
the government cannot freeze the buy¬ 
ing power thus created) 

There is a vicious spiral,but not of 
wages and prices but of goods chasing 


markets. Added to this this country is 
forced to accept overvalued dollars for 
exports,so that value 'leaks ' away to 
speculators and currency manipulators. 
Once again gold becomes the only stable 
unit of value - but we are not allowed 
to hold any. 

So there we are,continually on the 
receiving end.Don 't be conned into the 
belief that an extra quid or two is 
going to ruin the economy,remember * 
Hambro's or Hill Samuel's extra million 
or two from the increase in property 
values alone.

FOR YOUNG COUPLES 
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You’ve probably seen many of these 
adverts in the local press, they all 
seem £oo good to be true— well this is 
what one young Hackney married woman 
experienced when she went about a flats 
” As far as I can remember,when I 
asked the receptionist how much furn¬ 
iture one had to buy to be able to 
qualify for their services I was told 
there was no minimum amount- 'just 

essentials'. 

The receptionist gave me a form to fill 
in.This required very personal details. 
Mine and my husbands employers adresses, 
both our salaries ,and details of all 
credit accounts we have. 

I completed this as far as I could and 
signed the statement on the back of the 
form agreeing to pay London Guardian 
Estate Agency a certain ammunt of comiss 
-ion if they found us a flat(This was 
dependent upon the rent of the flat) 

I was then interviewed by a more sen¬ 
ior member of the staff in a small 
office.He emphasised the expense of 
finding us a flat and also demanded to 
know my husbands exact salary- a thing 
I did not know.Finally he put down a 
figure as near as I considered it to be. 
Most emphasis in this interview was 
placed on the furniture I was intending 
to buy. I was provided with a form with 
lots of headings, carpets,cocktail 
cabinet,bed,etc and was asked to tick all 
the things I required. 

At this stage it was emphasised that I 
was expected to buy a considerable amount 
of furniture through Andrews.These 'ess¬ 
entials' included cocktail cabinets, 
pouffes,etc. 

When I asked to take the form home to 
discuss it with my husband 1 was told 
'no form ever leaves this officeJ 'I 
asked if ticking the boxes committed me 
to actually buying the furniture and I 
was told that it did.As far as I could 
see there was no statement to that effect 
on the foem.I argued that I needed to talk| 

it over with my husband to show him 
exactly what I was going to commit us 
both to.This they refused to accept. 
Finally after some polite arguement I 
was told that if I could'nt remember 
exactly what I'd signed for then I must 
be pretty stupid,too stupid to be sign¬ 
ing forms anyway.When I wanted back the 
form that I had signed I was told that 
if I did not pursue my search for a flat 
through Andrews this form would be 
destroyed after a fortnight." 

We know of several cases like this, 
we are well aware that it is within the 
law, and that Andrews are doing nothing 
wrong, but it seems to us that whats 
happening is that this furniture company, 
along with a number of others, are exploit 
-ing the housing shortage to help sell 
their furniture.Deals like th£se present 
young couples with intolerable financial 
burdens, that plague them for years. 

If you are forced to seek 'help' from one 
of these companies that offer you the 
choice of 'no flat without our furniture', 
remember the benefits of 'choice • is a 
cornerstone of tory policy. 
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STOKE NEWINGTON PEOPLES PAPER no longer 
operates from 42 Mathias Road,weUve had 
to leave there as the building was being 
demolished(how long this part of Mathias 
Boad will remain a derelict eyesore is 
now in the omnipotent hands of the council) 
Until we can find a new office we can be

If the control of the clinic were handed 
over to the local mothers we ar.e sure thal 
they would make a much better job of it.

Remember the enormous publicity given 
recently to Hackney Council's scheme 
to 'keep young couples* by providing 
easy mortgages ? Someone we know wrote 
off,anxious tb find, somewhere decent 
to live for his young family,at a 
feasonable price that they could afford. 

We quote from the letter he recieved: 

"If you borrowed £4,000(not an overlarge 
amount for a house in this area) for 25 
years,your repayments would be £ 8.15 a 
week or £35*32 a month.To this you must 
add the general rates and £1 per week for 
repairs and maintainance of the house 
plus water rates." 

What that works out to is in fact a weekly 
repayment of arounf £11.00. plus water 
rates. 

We doubt if there are many young families 
in Hackney who will be able to make use 
of that scheme Si 


We think you should try and get 
a copy of ' Stepney Words I its a 
superb if rather dear (30p) collect 
-ion of local kids poetry that lost 
a young teacher his job.Its rather 
a pity that a few aldermanic 
bumbleheads who known less than 
nothing about education should 
decide who should educate our kids.
